Tho Justice Department 
said

the 
McCarran-Walter 


immigration 
law this exemption 


"makes him ineligible for natural- 
ization and, therefore, automatical- 
ly dcportable of excludable." 


The Justice Department said it 


learned last June 1 that Haymes 
had received "relief" from military 
service when he was examined by 
immigration service agents at os 
Angeles on his return from a trip 
to Honolulu. 


The Justice • Department 
said 


that Haymes, who has appeared in 
motion pictures and on radio:''told 
television programs, was born in 
Buenos Aires, Argcntian, on Sept. 
13, 1018. -It said he entered 
this 


country for permanent 
residence 


on May 28, 1937. 


Under the normal deporUon pro- 


ceedings Haymes will be given a 
hearing by an inquiry officer on 
the deportation charges.
